The garriſon of Oczakow was compoſed 
of twelve thouſand men, janiſſaries and other 
infantry; but it was very weak in cavalry. 
It now found itſel reduced to one half of its 
original ſtrength; by the loſs of ſix thouſand 
of its fineſt troops, who fell before Kinburn: 
while many of its inhabitants abandoned it, 
from the apprehenſion, that the Ruſſians would 
find the means of making themſelves maſters 
of it. The ſeaſon, however, was now too much 
advanced to admit of ſuch an enterprize. 


On the twentieth of October, the whole 
of the Turkiſh fleet returned to Conftanti- 
nople. But a ſhort time before its departure, 
a very ſtrong guſt of wind had broken the 
cables of a Ruſſian chaloupe, which, being |

In a few Fon after the battle, Suworow - 
erected redoubts of communication, which 
be furniſhed with ſufficient garriſons, and 
then diſmiſſed the reſt of the troops to 
winter quarters. As he was conſeious of the 
weak ſtate of Kinburn; he made ſuch diſ- 
poſitions as to ſecure it from ſurprize on the 
ſide of Oczakow ; and he gave orders that, as 
ſoon as the Liman ſhould be frozen, the ice 
ſhould be continually broken. The e 
himſelf remained at Kinburn. 
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I N ee ene of ce new of 
the army, Suworow's diviſion, which Prince 
Potemkin had conſiderably augmented ſince 
the preceding year, was very much ſtrength- 
ened in the ſpring of 1788, by a conſiderable : 
fleet, and a great number of- roy. boats, 
in the Black Sea. The firſt, which was 
commanded by Paul Jones, conſiſted of 
five veſſels of the line, from Rrth fl to 
eighty guns, and eight frigates. The ſecond, | 
commanded by the Prince of N aſſau-Siegen, 
was compoſed of ſixty-five light veſſels, gal- 
lies, floating batteries, chaloupes, gun-boats, 
and eighty Turkiſh boats mounted with 
one gun, the whole manned by three thou- 
ſand Coflacs. The ſecond fleet carried. four | 
hundred Pieces of cannon. 


The Turkiſh fleet, which was commande 
wn the famous Haſſan Bacha, high admiral,

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It conſiſted of ten veſſels of the line, ſix 
frigates, four bomb-ketches, ' ſix chebecs, 


and nine feluccas. He had left another 
fleet about ſix miles from land, conſiſt- 


| gates, twenty-one. chebecs, and three bomb- 
ketches. 


While the Turkiſh ſquadron was ap- 
proaching the ſhore, Captain Sacken was 
behind Kinburn with a double chaloupe. He 
| had been ordered to repair to Gluboka ; but 
had deferred it by an exceſs of zeal: when 
therefore he ſaw the Turkiſh flotilla in the 
waters of the Liman, he leaped into his veſ- 
ſel, with a determination to paſs through 
them; but as ſhe was a heavy ſailor, he was 
envelloped by fix or eight light veſſels of the 
enemy,” two of which attempted to board 
him.

The whole of the Ruſſian fleet was before 
Gluboka: the fleet of row-boats, the ad- 
vanced guard; and the ſailing fleet was in 
order of battle, with a very ſtrong rear - 
guard. The fleet at Oczakow was at about 
the diſtance of ſeven miles. | 


The Prince of wats detached his ad- 


vanced guard. It met that of the Turks, 


and an engagement enſued. It was the 


deſign of the Ruſſians to get, if poſlible, the 


Turks behind them; and, in order to effect 
it, their veſſels retreated one after the other. 
Deceived by this mancœuvre, the whole Tur- 
kiſh fleet immediately purſued them, under the 
very guns of the 1 fleet, which did it 


conſiderable injury. It then retired in a 


very damaged ſtate, and preſſed vety cloſe by 
the e Prince of Naſſau, who purſued it in his

They loſt five veſſels, which were ſunk, 

with the greateſt part of the crews': and 
their loſs would have been very conſiderable, 
if the Ruſſians had not been oppoſed by an 
unfavourable wind. The latter alfo loſt a 
frigate, but the people on board, and the 
cannon, were preſerved. 


Such was the commencement of the naval 
warfare between the two contending powers 
on the Black Sea.

a Suworow. now ordered a Ranks to be 
erected, on the point of the peninſula, in 
order to command the two currents.

The object of this diſpoſition was to re- 
lieve the troops, as it allowed one half of them 
to repoſe, while the other was on duty, 
Nevertheleſs, their ſervice was attended with 
very unpleaſant, and even dangerous, cir- 
cumſtances; as they remained night and day 
on the very ſpot, where the numerous dead 
had been interred the preceding year, after

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the affair of the firſt of October. The ſea 
water, which occaſionally filterated through 
the ſand, had, in ſome degree, checked the 
courſe of corruption in the bodies, ſo that 
at this diſtance of time, there exhaled, par- 
ticularly at ſun-riſe, a fœted and peſtilential 
vapour, that brought on an epidemical di- 
ſeaſe, of which ſeveral of the ſoldiers died. 
There appeared to be no other way of 
_ eſcaping the danger, but by bathing in the 
ſea, and uſing exerciſe, 


Suworow, who had not conſidered this 
dangerous. circumſtance, with proper atten- 
tion to himſelf, and had always -continued 
with his troops, was one day, on the very 
moment of fainting from the infected efflu- 
via; but by inſtantly bathing in the ſea, the 
threatening ſymptoms were removed. 


In the night of the twenty- ſeventh of june, 
the High Admiral, Haſſan Eacha, undertook 
a very raſh and daring enterprizae. 
Between 
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Between Oczakow and Gluboka, there is 
a large range of ſand-banks, which form 
Moals, that a ſhip of a moderate ſize cannot 
paſs over without touching. Nevertheleſs, 
he ventured with his large ſhips, after ha- 
ving paſſed the currents, under the direction 
of ſkilful pilots, to form his fleet in two 
lines, in the very face of the Ruſſian ſhips;

The Turks looked with contempt on the 
feeble ſquadron of the Ruſſians, and fired

The Ruſſian fleet was formed with their 
row-boats in front, and their ſhips in the 
rear.

The Prince of Naſſau ordered a large part 
of his rowing velſels to attack the ſhips a- 
ground ;. for, as they drew but little water, 
they could come near enough to board them ; 
his flotilla, however, was received with a 
briſk diſcharge of grenades and muſketry, 
and loſt many of its people. Nevertheleſs, 
the Ruſſians perſevered in their deſign with 
great courage, and, at length, ſucceeded. in 
getting their veſſels on each fide the admiral's 
ſhip, when the Coſſacs of Tichornomor 
leaped on board it.

One of the three Turkiſh captains, having 
had a leg carried away in the action, died in 
the arms of his two ſons, who had been 
made e with . 


On the ſide 1 the Ruſſians, the loſs was 
not very conſiderable. Two. hundred were. 
killed, among whom were eighteen ſuperior 
officers, and ſix hundred wounded, including 
forty officers of equal rank. Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Ribas, krother of the vice-admiral, loſt 
an arm; but the pain of ſuch an accident was 
not ſufficient, in the heat of the action, to 
prevent him from employing that which re- 
mained, in applying the match to a cannon. 


Alfter this defeat, Haſſan Bacha endea- 
voured to form a junction with the Turkiſh 
fleet, which was at ſea; and, on the thirtieth 
of June, about midnight, I weighed an- 


chor for that purpoſe. |

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The night was dark; and when he was off 
the Point of Kinburn, which he was obliged 
to double, the batteries ſuddenly opened upon 
him, with a terrible fire, and did conſiderable 
damage to his advanced guard. The firing 
was ſo violent, that the Turks, who were ig- 
norant of theſe maſqued batteries, thought 
themſelves under the town of Kinburn, 
When the moon roſe, the fire of the batteries 
was continued with an encreaſed effect. 


Before day-break, ſeveral of the Turkiſh 
veſſels were forced to lay by; and ſome of 
them had made fignals of diſtreſs; others 
were on fire, and ſeveral had foundered. The 
crews | endeavoured to ſave themſelves by 
ſwimming; but many of them were drowned, 
while others, in a ſtate of deſpair, loaded 
themſelves with cannon-ball, that they might 
ok at once to the bottom. 


At the beginning of the cannonade, Su- 
wWOrow had diſpatched an order to Prince 
Naſſau, to attack the T urks with his ſqua- 
dron.

This terrible combat 
laſted till near noon, when the ſhips, which 
were on fire, blew up ; and at one, the action 
had entirely ceaſed. * ; 


The loſs of the Ruſſian fleet, on this oc- 
caſion, amounted to one hundred and thirty. 
killed, including twenty-four officers; and 
about eight hundred wounded. The 'Turks 
had three thouſand killed and wounded, and 
two thouſand were taken priſoners : 


The Ruſſians, alſo, took a ſhip of the line, 
and two frigates ; ſo that with thoſe which 
were blown up, went to the bottom, _and 
rendered uſeleſs, the fleet of Oczakow | was, 
in a great meaſure, deſtroyed. C4

In ſhort, by mutual reinforce- 
ments, the action became general; and it was 
with great difficulty that the enemy pre- 
vented their entrenchments from being taken. 


Suworow was expoſed to a very briſk fite 
of muſketry, which was the more dangerous, 
as he was the particular object of it.

Off eighty thouſand troops, which formed 
the beſieging army of Oczakow, four thou- 
fand three hundred loſt their lives at the aſ- 
fault, while epidemic fevers, and the rigour 
of the ſeaſon, had carried off a much larger 
number. The Turks ſuſtained a loſs of four 
thouſand ſeven hundred killed, and four 
thouſand eight hundred were made priſoners - 
of war. 


Bak the latter operations of the fiege, 
Suworow remained at Cherſon and Kremen- 
ſchuck, for the recovery of his health.

He was encamped before the ſmall 
town of Atſchud, on the banks of the Stra- 
tuſch, which falls into the Sereth, and his 
army was pretty much in a line with the 
corps of General Suworow, who informed 
the prince of his arrival, and received the moſt 
friendly anfwer from him. Although hitherto 
unacquainted, they now formed a friendſhip 
and intimacy, which 1s highly requiſite be- 
tween the generals of two allied powers. 
Never did the leaſt diſtruſt diſturb the har-

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mony of their operations, nor had they any 


ſecrets from each other. The Ruſſian and 
Auſtrian officers viſited in the two camps 
with equal ſatisfaction; and, in a word, 
both the leaders, and their ſubordinate of- 
ficers, lived in that perfect friendſhip which 
eventually contributed ſo much to the ſuc- 
ceſs of their arms. 


After the death of Abtul-Amit, Which 
happened on the ſeventh of A pril, the throne 
was filled by Selim, who augmented his mi- 
litary eſtabliſhment with one hundred and 
fifty thouſand men, one third of which were 
intended to ſerve in Walachia. The Turks, 
who had been poſted before Brahilow, on the 
Danube, marched under a Seraſkier. to Zor- 
hani, twelve miles from the Prince Cobourg's 
camp, and ſoon found themſelves | forty 
thouſand ſtrong.

them on, he made his Coſſacs retire little 
by little in a ſtate of diſperſion.

The Ruſſians had my begun to throw.

Marſhal Spleni, who had ſomewhat ſlackened ;

was gaining ground. The Turks defended

refuge in the church experienced the ſame

Tulcia, Suworow had the ſatisfaction to 
learn, that Admiral Ribas, the brother of the 
general of that name, had made himſelf 
maſter of Iſaccia. During the operations 
of the attack, the Chriſtians and Jews, who 
had made an attempt to quit the place, were 
eſcorted, by the Turks, to Brahilow. 


At the ſame time, General Muller * 


Aged Kilia, where he received ſeveral wounds, 


of which he unfortunately died. This place 
was moſt vigorouſly. beſieged, during three 


weeks; but a breach being effected, it ſur- 
rendered on capitulation to Lieutenant- 


General Sudowitſch, who was immediately 
advanced to the rank of commander- in- 
chief. 


In the beginning of November, Suworow 
made his approaches to the important fortreſs 
of Iſmailow. Admiral Ribas, in a few weeks 
after, arrived with his flotilla, and not a day

Theſe troops had 
been left there as a puniſhment, and it has 
been ſince learned, that the Grand Seignior 
publiſhed a firman, forbidding this garriſon 
to ſurrender on any caſe whatever ; and or- 
dered the Seraſkier, if they ſhould not per- 
form their duty, to cut off the heads of thoſe 
who ſhould be found beyond the Danube, 
without form of trial. Thus there was every

Many of the Ottomans were diſpoſed to 
ſurrender, but the Seraſkier, who was of 
opinion to run all riſks, had the majority of 
voices with him. He therefore returned no 
anſwer to the note. Suworow, the ſame 
day, aſſembled a council of war, where the 
ſubalterns voted firſt. He addreſſed them, 
as he did afterwards all the corps, in a very 
manly and energetic ſpeech. Having pointed 
out to them the difficulties of the enter 
prize, and the means of ſurmounting them, 
« Brave warriors,” ſaid he, © remember 
« this day all your former victories, and 
e continue to prove, that nothing can reſiſt 
© the force of the Ruſſian arms: we are 
* not now deliberating on an operation, 
© which, may be deferred to a future time,

After a bloody aſſault, of which hiſtory 
affords no example, the victory of the Ruſſians 
was complete, and they were abſolute maſters 
of Iſmailow by four o'clock, P. M. This 
terrible defenſe, made by ſo many thouſand 
Turks, had the appearance of rage and fury; | 
and even women fell upon the Ruſſia ian ſol- 
diers with poniards and other weapons. All 
the Ruan commanders ran to meet the 
danger with the moſt_heroic valour, and the 
ioldiers tou ght like lions. They were en- 
gaged during ſix hours, without caring for 
the ſuperiority of the enemy, whom they at- 
tacked without ceaſin; g, and who inceſſantly 
ſurrounded them with new parties. N o ex- 
ertions could arreſt their indefatigable acti- 
| vey no danger diſturbed their inflexible 
intripidity. Here we ſhould retail the nu- 
merous acts of bravery and ee 
which deſerve the admiration of mankind,

This e was the more important, 
as it was the first battle fought with the 
Poles by the troops under Suworow; and

as the enemy, notwithstanding the im- 
mense adyantages of their position, the 
superiority of their numbers, and the 
strength of their artillery, were obliged _ 
to take to flight. It was the Russian in- 
fantry that contributed most to the suc- 
cess of the day; for they always attack- 
ed the enemy with the bayonet, and al- 


ways repulsed them. 


As soon as the fate of this battle began 
to be decided, Suworow had sent orders 
to Kobrin to send forward the baggage 
with the escort, and to dispatch with 
the utmost haste the provision carria ges 
and the camp ovens. They arrived 
an hour after the battle. The men 
immediately dressed their victuals, and 
the corps went to keep guard before 
Janopol, three wersts from the con- 
vent of Krupezize. | 
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It is not easy to _—_ which. is enti- 
tled to the greatest share of our praise, 
the extraordinary valour or uncommon 
vigour of the Russians. It was not three 
weeks since they had left Niemerow, in 
which short space of time, they had 
performed a march of eighty German 
miles, or a hundred and sixty French 
leagues. Some might be even inclined 
to doubt the numerous records of this 
indefatigable activity, were they. not so 
recent, and confirmed by the most in 
disputakle authority.

A LITTLE before midnight, tha 
whole corps was; in motion to advance 
in pursuit of the enemy; hut all signals 
and cries of war were prohibited.

The obscurity of the night enabled Lieu- 
tenant-C olonel Iwaschow, with an escort 
of about twenty Cossacs, to risk going on 
a reconnoitring party, near Bzrescia, in 
order more especially to discover the 
fordable parts of the Bug, as Suworow 
was determined not to pursue the direct

Before Iwaschow . returned, a Jew 
came in, who was very anxious to de- 
rive an advantage from the arrival of

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the Russians, at the expence of the 
Poles. This man communicated the 
rumours that prevailed in those parts, 
relative to the rapid march of Suworow, 
whom they expected speedily to arrive. 
He entreated the General to spare the 
people of his nation, domiciliated in 
that city, and offered to render the 
Russians all the services in his power. 
He assured them that Sirakowski, whose 
corps and whose horses were much fa- 
tigued, would, as much as possible, 
avoid coming to an engagement; that 
he would begin to march the next day, 
in order to retreat to Warsaw, and that 
he had already sent forward his ly 4-4 
in the dusk of the evenin ing. 


lt 1 n been very difficult 1 * 
the Russians to have pursued him, as 
they must have passed thick forests, and 
gone to a distance from Brzescia, which 

was 
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was in the center of their operations, 
and resources for provisions; while 
Sirakowski could procure every thing 
be wanted in the neighbourhood. Hence 
they would have been obliged, either to 
carry their provisions, and all their 
waggons with them, or to have left a 
strong detachment to guard them, besides 
which they would have been exposed 
to the attacks of numerous ee 
from Lithuania.

At two in the morning the corps be- 
gan to march in the greatest silence. It 
was divided in tuo columns. All the ca- 
valry went to the right with the Cossacs, 
en e to the left with two

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companies of grenadiers who were es- 
_ eorting the field artillery. The night 
was very dark ; yet they passed two fords 
of the river Muchavez, which indeed 
was not very deep, but of which the 
second sinuosity, being very marshy, 
was difficult to pass. This caused a 
short delay, and they did not arrive on 
the opposite bank till day-light. 


They were still half a mile from the 
Bu g. and before they arrived at it they 
heard the tocsin of all the convents and 
the bells of Brzescia, announcing their 
unexpected and dangerous approach. 
The terrified inhabitants.now rushed in 
crowds into the churches, and implored 
the divine mercy on their knees. In 
the meanwhile the Russian corps ad- 
vanced with redoubled activity, and, ar- 
riving at the river, crossed it without im- 
pediment, and hastened to form on. the.

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opposite bank. General Schemitsch had 
the command of twenty-five Squadrons 
on the right flank. The General, pro 
tempore, Islinief commanded thirteen

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Brescia was not only the centre of all 
these operations, but it was also a rich 
granary, from which Warsaw was prin- 
cipally supplied with provisions. That 
capital had indeed found some resources 
at Lublin as long as the Polish troops 
occupied it, but now nothing could be 
expected from that district, nor from 
the neighbourhood of South Prussia; 
every thing havin g been consumed 
during the siege of Warsaw, or carried 
off by the Prussians and Russians in 
their retreat.

The Poles dared 
not risk a sally to oppose this reconnoi- 
tring, which was peaceably performed, 
and, after having employed some hours 
in examining the most essential objects, 
the generals returned to their camp, 
with their suite and their escort, without 
suffering the smallest loss. 

Major Bischefski, brother of the King's 
Adjudant-General, came to the camp in 
the Kin g's name, to ask permission to 
carry the wounded Adjudant to Warsaw 
to be properly attended. To this Su- 
warow consented without hesitation, re- 
quested the officer to present his homages 
to the King, and the next day, the twa 
brothers returned to Warsaw with | an 
escort. 

Another Polish officer came the same 
day to the camp. This was Major Mul-

The officer, Who was charged with 


this proposition was accompanied by a 


second physician, formerly a prisoner 


at Warsaw, who had been set at liberty, 
and who was sent to attend Count Vale- 


rian Zubow, having been previously at- 


tached to him. This generous offer was 
accepted with gratitude. 


General Suworow received Major Mul- 


ler with the greatest politeness. He kept 


him to dinner, and having formed à 
93 favourable 
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favourable opinion of him, or, perhaps, 
wishing coolly to overawe his enemy 
by the appearance of his troops, per- 
mitted him to see them at his ease in 
their camp, and ordered a subaltern of- 
ficer to accompany him. Muller was 
not a little surprised at the prodigious 
activity of the Russians, and the im- 

mense preparations they had already 
made for the assault. At his return, Su- 
worow told him he was concerned at 
seeing the Poles running into the jaws 
of destruction, by a resistance which 
was equally obstinate and fruitless, 
while it was in their power to perserve 
their liberty by accepting the amnisty; 
and that if they persisted in defending 
themselves, they would all be put to the 
Sword.
